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The Atlantic bases at Brest, at Lori- 
ent, at Saint-Nazaire, at La Pallice, and 
at Bordeaux were considered to be one 
of. the greatest prizes of the German 
conquest of France. It was from here 
that, the Nazis could launch their 
■.powerful submarine wolf packs against 
Allied shipping. And launch them they 
did. Sinkings of ships which had drop- 
ped off since March of 1942, rose to a 
terrifying peak in November. These 
bases had to be stopped. 

The RAF had not been idle. In 1941 
they had dropped almost 400 tons of 
bombs on Lorient causing great dam- 
age. But they didn't go far enough, and 
by 1942 the Germans had rebuilt the 
pens making them almost completely 
bombproof! It was up to the 8th AAF 
to prove they weren't. ' 

From 20,000 the bomber crews 
looked down on what appeared to be 
cardboard boxes. While from the 
ground, the pens resembled enormous 
railroad tunnels. They were located on 
dry land with ramps leading down to 
the water's edge. Huge cranes lifted the 
U-boats out of the water and deposited 
them into one of twelve pens. There 
they were protected from aerial assault 
by twelve feet of concrete on top and 
by eight feet on the sides. They were 
ready for the Flying Fortresses. 

Around the pens themselves were 
the service buildings necessary to keep 
the wolf packs working. Workshops, 
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transformers, power stations, offices, 
barracks, torpedo sheds and other in- 
stallations presented an ideal target to 
the ''Heavies." 

The eventual plan of the 8th was to 
combine three distinct phases of attack 
♦ . . smashing the U-boats in the pens, 
killing them at sea, and getting them in 
their turn-around ports. In 1942, the 
last phase was impossible, since the 8th 
AAF had neither the experience nor 
the planes to plan missions that could 
penetrate to the very shipyards of Germ- 
any. For the time we would have to be 
content with knocking out the pens at 
the Atlantic ports. * 

Bad weather in late '42 hampered 
the Yanks as they tried to take the of- 
fensive. But finally in late October they 
managed to carry out their first mission 
against Lorient , . , and bad weather 
almost cancelled that one. Even so, 
three of the four attacking groups were 
forced to turn back. One did get 
through. Finding a hole in the over- 
cast they dropped some 5,000 feet be- 
fore laying their bombs on the- target 
... at the cost of three Fortresses. But 
they did get through . . . and the offen- 
sive was started! 

An, attack on the pens at Brest fol- 
lowed this initial raid to Lorient. Re- 
sults were so uncertain, that at the next 
mission to Saint-Nazaire the heavies 
tried a new technique. Discarding the 
comparative safety of 20,000 feet, the 



bombers came into the target area as 
low as 7,000, Practically every ship 
was hit by anti-aircraft fire. Three Forts 
were destroyed by the accurate Flak* 
At that point, Saint-Nazaire took on 
the name of "Flak City." And as the 
number of missions against the pen- 
cities increased, so did the number of 
flak guns the German had at the targets. 
It was estimated that at Saint-Nazaire 
alone, the Nazis had moved in over 100 
anti-aircraft guns! A waist gunner on 
one B-17 put it this way, "You always 
get good trouble over Saint-Nazaire; 
they got postgraduates at them flak

Eight more missions got through in 
the month of November . . . hardly a 
great number, but other things beside 
weather were against the Americans. 
This was a new test for the bombers, as 
well as the men, and many new modi- 
fications had to be made; more fire 
power forward, better oxygen systems, 
bigger ammo boxes, better disposal of 
expended cartridge cases, better organ- 
ization of the combat crews, rearrange- 
ment of the waist guns, newer and 
better safety equipment . , . over a hun- 
dred modifications were required on the 
new B-17s that were coming from the 
States before thev could be thrown into 
combat. All of which took time. 

But there was still a bigger problem 
to be faced . . . bombing accuracy. 
There was plenty of proof that the 
Forts were hitting their tagrets. But 
the Yanks still weren't satisfied. They 
discovered that a single bomb, or a few 
bombs, hitting the target were not 
causing as much damage as was ex- 
pected.* What was needed was a bigger 
concentration of bomb* on target * . . 
this was the problem that had to be 
mastered. 

The first indication that there was a 



solution came on January 3rd when 
Saint-Nazaire was attacked for the sixth 
time by sixty-eight Fortresses and Lib- 
erators. For the first time in months 
visibility qver the target area was un- 
limited. An unusually long bombing 
run was ordered to insure precision 
bombing. The run was made into a 115 
mile an hour gale which reduced the 
bomber's speed by more than half. 
Flying straight and level for almost ten 
minutes, they were, as one pilot put it, 
"Like fish in a barrel." 

And the flak gunners couldn't miss. 
They put up a box barrage at the point 
of bomb release, and the heavies had 
to plow through it* Result : three bomb- 
ers were lost to anti-aircraft fire. Four 
more bombers were lost to enemy 
fighters which were picking on the crip- 
ples. But the Americans had guns too, 
and fourteen enemy aircraft were shot 
from the skies that day. 

But the bombing was sensational. 
For the first time, the bombardiers fol- 
lowed the practice of dropping their 
bombs at the instant the lead bombar- 
dier dropped his. This was the first 
step in a new technique of bombing that 
produced a concentration of high ex- 
plosives on a target, the likes of which 
had never been seen ... or realized. Not 
at Rotterdam or at Coventry ... or 
anywhere else. 

There were far too many individual 
acts of heroism on that mission to single 
any out and record them here. True, 
many men lost their lives that January 
3rd, but at the end of the month the 
announcement was made that Allied 
shipping losses had been cut in half for 
that period. The U-boat offensive was 
not dead, but its back was broken. 
These men had- helped to break it.
